Premier Sifton scored a neat point 
by repartee on an interrupter at the 
Laurier meeting, held in Macleod this 
week The new premier was the 
first speaker. 

"It is a pleasure to me once more | 
tu meet the people of the embyronic 
City of Macleod,” said Mr, Sifton, “I 
have been in Macleod,” he continued, 
“on a number of occasions when it 
has not been a particular pleasure to 
be here.” (Laughter.) “How about 
the writ,’ shouted some one in the 
crowd, “The writ will come soon 
enough,” replied the speaker. ‘‘Writs 
come a great deal oftener than’ they 
should with some of you people here 
That's always been the trouble with 
you.” (Laughter and applause.) 

His speech, though short, was as 
pointed and crisp as a speech could | 


be, Tle emphasized the fact that Sir 
Wilfrid and his party were touring
